SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


The School Committee of the Town of Rochester, 
N. H., submit the following report: 

The past year has been one in which the public 
schools have been, as a rule, very successful. A few 
instances present themselves, in which there has not 
been shown that progress and success that should be | 
desired, but these cases are no more common than 
in preceding years. The Committeo have striven to 
secure the best results, but there are many things 
that cannot be controlled or regulated. 

In looking over the list of schools, we will notice 
only two or three that are particularly noticeable. 

The school- n District No. 3 has been fortunate in 
their selection of teachers, and excellent results have 
followed. The best order has been maintained, and 
the scholars have seemed to enter into a spirit of 
work and a desire to improve,—just what is to be 
desired in all cases. ' 

District No. 7 (Gonic Village) presents a somewhat 
difficult aspect in regard to complete success. The 
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schoel is large, the district having upwards of sixty 
children of legal school age, and what makes it pecu- 
liarly difficult, is the fact that quite a number of the 
scholars are of French-Canadian origin, and are unable 
to speak or understand the English language. This 
of course makes it a very different matter from what 
it is where all are English-speaking children. Not- 
withstanding, the schvol has improved in a good de- 
gree, especially in the spring and fall terms, and 
would have been just as successful in the winter term, 
but for the conduct of a number of the larger boys, 
who seemed determined to make trouble, and conse- 
quently the school suffered. 

These may be taken as fair samples in all parts of 
the town. 

The Committee have endeavored to secure a uni- 
formity of studies and text books in all the schools, 
and in looking over the town we found some that had 
retained old and rejected books, and which in a 
degree formed a complication of classes and recita- 
tions, perplexing and annoying to the teacher, and 
damaging to the school. This state of affairs has 
been remedied as far as possible, and we would cau- 
tion the teachers and parents from using any other 
than authorized books. The books selected are the 
best that we are able to find, and the best adapted to 
the use of common schools, and the use of others 
only retards the advancement that is desired. 
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We would recommend, as heretofore, placing the 
schools of this town under a different system of goy- 
ernment and control. We would recommend that the 
whole town be reorganized as one school district, 
abolishing the present district system, and placing the 
schools under the supervision of a Board of Education, 
appointed and paid by the town. | 

Under the present system the Prudential Commit- 
tees have the hiring of teachers in their hands, and it 
rests entirely with them (or nearly so,) whether they 
shall have schools that are good, or otherwise. True, 
the Superintending Committee has the power to reject 
or discharge any person who is found incompetent to 
fulfil to the best and highest degree, the duties of 
teacher; but after the teacher has been fairly engaged, 
and, 28 is often the case, has begun teaching, before 
examination, the matter becomes a difficult one to 
manage. Under the system recommended, this might 
be in a great measure avoided. Then the business of 
employing and discharging teachers, as well as super- 
vision, would come under the control of one com- 
mittee, who should be men of the best ability, both 
natural and acquired, as well as being the most expe-- 
rienced teachers. | 

Another advantage to be gained is that the whole. 
town would then have the privileges of high school 
education, without being obliged to pay tuition for 
any one outside of the limits of Rochester village. 
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It will be argued that the expense of maintaining a 
High School will be much greater than at the present 
time. This we cannot believe. The Superintending 
Committee would then be done away with, and con- 
sequently the expense. The expense of running the 
High School need not be much more than at the 
present time, and being distributed over the whole 
town would be but a very light tax. Then too, there 
would be a greater uniformity, not only of studies, 
but of length and numbers of terms. By this means, 
the small schools, that now can only have a few weeks 
of school, in two short terms, and that, too, by secur- 
ing cheap and inexperienced teachers, could have as 
good schooling as any others. And should there be 
any extra outlay of money, it would be money well 
invested; for no community can afford to foster igno- 
rance by being either careless or penuricus. Ignorance 
is the parent of crime, and crime imposes a greater 


tax than any and all other causes combined.

They have all been taught by faithful, efficient and 
successful educators, who have evidently felt the im- 
portance of their position and the responsibilities of 
their trust, and have been untiring in their efforts. 
Thoroughness has been their study and “ excelsior”’ 
their motto. | , 

The elements of music have been introduced and 
successfully taught in our Grammar School, which we 
regard as highly important and useful. We hope this- 
branch of education will be encouraged by the citizens. 


of the District, and an appropriation made for its sup~ 
port. 
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‘‘ Hillard’s Readers,” which have been in use 12 or 
14 years, have been exchanged for ‘‘ Appleton's Series” 
in the primary classes, which we hope will be found 
advantageous. No other changes have occurred which 
call for any special note. 


The scholars have made marked progress in their 
studies, and with few exceptions have felt much inter- 
ested in being punctual in their attendance. We are 
sorry to say that sickness, in some cases, has necessa- 
rily caused some absences from the school-room, but 
we are happy to say that the scholars have been gen- 
erally very constant in their attendance, the roll of 
honor being commendably large. We believe our 
schools were never more successfully governed or 

better taught than during the past year. 


But while we feel justified in thus highly commend- 
ing our schools, we very much regret to be compelled 
to say that our school-houses are quite inadequate to 
meet the wants of those who occupy them. The num- 
per of scholars are yearly increasing, there being an 
increase of more than fifty during the past year, and 
every school-room is full to overflowing, and more 
room is absolutely and imperatively demanded. We 
hope the District will seriously consider this matter, 
and take immediate action, worthy of themselves and 
their children, and such as will meet the necessities of 
the case. 
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In our judgment, there is no one subject which 
should awaken a deeper interest in the citizens of the 
District, and call for more earnest action, than the 
education of our children. Many of them will never 
avail themselves of other opportunities for intellectual 
culture than those afforded by our District schools; 
and whatever other advantages, as a District, we 
may be compelled to forego, we cannot well afford to 
cripple our scholars in their educational advantages 
by refusing or neglecting to provide suitable rooms 
and other facilities necessary to aid them in their ed- 
ucational improvement. 

With these brief remarks this report is respectfully 
submitted.
